shocks and serious injuries have 
occurred and can result when 
antennas come in contact with 
electric lines. Most of the ac­ 
cidents occur when the antenna 
m ast is caught by the wind or 
sim ply leans over into an 
electric line during installation 
or rem oval. 
The 
electric 
company 
ad­ 
vised. if possible, to have the 
an ten n a 
in stalled 
by 
a 
professional. 
If the job is being done by the 
homeowner, the utility cautions 
lo cate and w atch 
for any 
electric lines near the house and 
install the antenna as far from 
overhead wires as possible to 
reduce the chance of contact by 
a c cid en t or through sto rm 
d am ag e. 
The 
com pany 
recom m ends that a minimum 
rule of thum b is to locate any 
antenna far enough away from 
all electric lines so that no part 
of the antenna would come in 
contact with the line if the an ­ 
tenna should fall. 
The utility also advised any 
hom eow ner considering 
an 
antenna installation and who 
has a question about the location 
of electric lines near their home 
or of the possible dangers in­ 
volved. to get m touch with their 
nearest Public Service Indiana 
Office.

Will India be able to 
resist the temptation to take 
that next step and start building 
up a nuclear arsenal intended as 
a deterrent to China, its huge 
neighbor in the north, and as a 
big stick to hold over Pakistan?

threshold of nuclear capability. 
Will it 'be able to resist the 
temptation to get even with 
India

the nuclear field? 
Prime Minister Bhutto in an 
interview with this newspaper

Pakistan’s policy in response to 


India’s move, Mr. Bhutto said,

reassuring guarantees against 
“nuclear blackmail" from the 
five permanent members of the 
Security Council. 
India has in fact just shown 
that the spread of commercial

Canada, which helped India 
build two nuclear reactors, 
suspects that plutonium from

Believing that India has got its 
priorities wrong and should be 
spending its money on feeding 
its hungry millions rather than 
on developing an independent 
nuclear capability, oth' .* in­ 
dustrial countries are having 
second thoughts about their aid 
programs.

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N ostalgia 
increased

pleasure of my recent ride in the 
M ayflower, 
sm allest 
of 
Goodyear’s 
fleet 
of 
four 
“Blimps." 
It was in an airship with the 
same name that I received my 
lirst ride many years ago over 
Washington. D C. The current 
model carrying the name is only 
five years old. Renewed interest 
in lighter than air flight, based 
upon fuel: economy and nearly 
pollution free flight is destined 
to fail. However, over the years. 
Goodyear has maintained the 
romantic link to the colorful 
past of aviation, having built 300 
of the craft. more than any other 
company in the world. 
Dad saw a young reporter 
dashing up to cover a story on a 
m otorcycle, stim ulating his 
interest in news gathering as a 
profession. He was never to ride 
a cycle during his long career, 
but did fly in everything that 
went off of the ground. As a 
reporter, he rode with a pilot 
trying to stunt an autogiro over 
the Monument circle, flew with 
such greats as Howard Maxwell 
and Roscoe Turner, was friends 
with Weir Cook and met General 
Billy 
Mitchell and Jim m y 
Doolittle. 
Maybe it was his familiarity 
with the youthful aviation that 
made him refuse to let me fly. 
even when I had grown into 
manhood with a family of my 
own. The Goodyear Blimp was 
the only craft he felt airworthy 
enough to entrust my flying 
experience. During a recent trip 
to the Indiana Soldier’s Home in 
Lafayette. I was able to arrange 
a ride for my youngest son. 
During every 590 mile race, 
the Goodyear name is familiar 
to every Hoosier, since the firm 
returned to construction of 
racing tires with a vengence. 
They have equipped winners in 
the last 
several races. 
The 
Goodyear name is even more 
familiar from the bright ad­ 
vertising lights tin the non-rigid 
airships flying over the city 
carrying brightly lit advertising 
messages. 
It had been my intention to try 
and arrange rides for the family 
during 
the 
recent 
race. 
However, when my youngest 
son 
was 
hospitalized, 
all 
thoughts left our mind. The 
friendly and competent cre;w 
told me maybe it was best. Bad 
weather canceled most flights 
during the race, with the 
“blimp" leaving the ground 
only 
live days during 
race 
jieriod 
It serves as a nearly 
stationary 
television 
camera 
platform 
for many sporting 
events around the world, and 
was in Lafayette for a 4-H 
Bicycle race. 
Back in 
1783, brothers in 
France built and flew a 35 foot 
hot air balloon made of paper 
Another Frenchman added a 
three-horsepower steam engine 
to a 145 foot balloon in 1852. 
During World War I, Count von 
Zeppelin built a craft to bomb 
the British Isles, and the air age 
was launched We all remember 
lhe USS Akron and USS Macon, 
builty by Goodyear for the 
Navy, 
and 
remem ber 
the 
tragedy of the Graf Zeppelin. 
The Army withdrew 
from 
lighter-than-air operations 
in 
the 1930’s with the Navy leaving 
the field in 1962 Our pilot. Joe 
Hajcak, spent two years flying 
in the Navy, and has been with 
the tire firm ten years. It takes a 
crew of from 17 to 23. traveling 
in a bus. truck, car and station 
wagon, to keep each airship air 
>N>rne. Allhough equipped with 
instrum ents and rad ar, the 
ships do not fly in bad weather 


for reasons of safety. 
Rain 
lessens the lift, and the slow, 
awkward ship is very suscep­ 
tible to wind. 
In fact, we had to move away 
in a hurry while waiting on our 
rides as the pilot aborted a 
landing. The wind had shifted, 
and it must land directly into the 
wind. The first thing we noticed 
was the lace of seat belts for any 
of the six passengers. It is the 
only craft flying where they are 
not required, since it makes no 
violent maneuvers. Since the 
passengers had some flying 
experience, he demonstrated a 
stall for us, unlike the abrupt 
maneuver in a winged airplane. 
Although the Mayflower is 
smaller than the Columbia. 
America and Europe, all have 
the same size gondolas. All 
receive forward thrust from 
twin six cylinder pusher type 
propeller engines. They cruist 
at the tremendous speed: of 3f 
miles per hour, but can hit top* 
from 59 to 53. Maximum altitude 
is 8.5099 for thelarger ships and 
10.009 for the Mayflower, with 
Ihe short range of 500 miles. 
The rubber-coated plastic 
la brie encloses some 202.700 
cubic feet of non-in flam, a bel 
helium . 
Research 
and 
development went into rigid- 
wing aircraft and helicopters, 
with larger ones now used as 
"sky-cranes." The “blimp” is 
extremely suited for such lifting 
a ss i g n m e n t s , 
b u t 
m o re 
susceptible to weather. 
One 
could carry a completed Saturn 
Rocket 
from 
California 
to 
Florida launch. However, to 
construct one from plans for the 
Los Angeles without a single 
change is $178 million.

Fayette Sheriff Appeals 
For More Jail Helpers 


Connersville, Ind. — Sheriff 
Max Huffman, reporting on the 
beating Wednesday night of an 
inmate by fellow 
prisioners, 
said today that with only seven 
full-tim e em ployees in the 
Sheriff’s Department it is im ­ 
possible to prevent such in­ 
cidents and issued an appeal for 
additional personnel. 
Tichard Lee Pollard, 19, 
Indianapolis, who was being 
held on a charge of theft of an 
auto and had been in jail since 
March 
18, was admitted 
to 
Fayette Memorial 
Hospital 
following the alleged beating at 
8:30 p.m. Wednesday. Several 
stitches were required to close a 
head wound. 
Pollard told authorities that 
several 
other 
prisoners had 
attacked him with a broom and 
after breaking the broom handle 
began jabbing him with it. After 
the incident was discovered by 
jail personnel the injured man 
was taken to the hospital for 
treatment. 
Huffman said that with only 
seven full-time staff members 
— three county policemen, two 
m atrons, 
a 
secretary 
and 
him self—it is im possible to 
maintain and properly run the 
jail 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week. 
“The deputies have to have 
days off now and then and 
vacations and when you take 
them 
away 
for sickness 
or 
schooling this simply does not 
leave enough people to make 
regular checks in the cellblocks 
and to assure the safety of the 
prisoners,” the sheriff declared. 
He suggested that the major 


need is for turnkeys to help with 
the booking and releasing of 
prisoners, for radio duty and to 
answer telephones. They could 
also make periodic checks on 
prisoners, could help supervise 
prisoners and assist in keeping 
the cellblocks clean. 


Huffman said that in the three 
and a half years he has served in 
the office the jail “population” 
has more than doubled and that 
the 
“type” of prisoner 
has 
changed. Many of those now 
arrested are involved in nar­ 
cotics and are more difficult to 
keep under control. As of noon 
today there were 26 prisoners in 
the jail. 


“It is impossible for the three 
dupities and myself to keep up 
with all these duties while at the 
same time continuing to conduct 
investigation of accidents and 
crimes and generally patrol the 
county 
as 
it 
should 
be 
patrolled,” the sheriff stated 


He said every 
attempt is 
made to protect prisoners and 
prevent prisoners from doing 
damage to the jail but that his 
efforts in this regard are being 
hampered by what he feels is a 
serious shortage of manpower 
in the department. 


He said he hopes to be able to 
convince county officials of the 
need to increase the work force 
and thus provide for more ef­ 
ficient operations at the jail. 
Investigation 
into

nesday's beating is continuing. 
Identity of those prisoners 
responsible 
has 
not 
been 
determined.
